HERE AS the Manufacture of Pot-Aſh and Pearl Aſh is of preamble.

prevented, may not only be of great Diſadvantage ts the Province in ge- 


neral, but to honeſt. and induſtrious Individuals, and wholly deſtroy that 
valuable Branch of Manufacture: 


Be it enacted by the Governor, Council, and Houſe of Repreſentatives, 
That every Manufacture or original Owner of any Pot Aſh or Pearl- cg; to be
